In an article which purports to be 
translated from the Rassian, but which 
is obviously a satire on Russophobia 





penned in Bombay, the Times of India 
utters a great deal of good sense about’ 
Central Asian politics, “The imaginary 
Rawlinoff, who, at St. Petersburg, is 
supposed to fill the functions of Sir 
Henry Rawlinson in London, draws a 
picture of tho relative strength of 
England snd Russia in caso of a 
possible conflict on the Indian border, 
which those who hug the dream of 
Russian invasion, may consider with 
advantage. Whether Russia has the 
idea of eventually attacking India, we 
will not presume to say; that Affghans 
and Beloochees are less anxious noigh+ 
bours than Russia would be, on the 
northern slopes of the Himalayas, is an 
obvious trath. But of tho result of a 
contest with Russia on the Indian 
frontier, we have little apprehension, 
England could put forth great fighting 
power either in Affghanistan or Beloo- 
chistan, in caso the necessity arose, 
With immense military resources at her 
back, and resting on her base of 
supplies, she would be fighting at 
advantage over a Russian force, which 
would not only be distant from its base, 
but liable, as the imaginary Rewlinoff 
points ont, to be attacked by all the 
Mahomedan tribes who are now 
hardly kept down by the constant _ 
display and uso’ of force. Our one 
danger would be the excitement of ine 
surrection in our rear, But what 
would the Indians gain by exchanging 
British for Rassisn role, that should 
tempt them to help Russia to expel us 
from India? And though an Indian's 
conception of polities is not far reachs 
ing, we may credit him with sufficient 
sagacity to perceive that Russia would 
not attack us with the purely philane 
thropic motive of freeing India, from 
the Himalayas to Cape Comorin, from 
the English yoke. The Mahomedans, 
most among our Indian subjecta, dislike 
the alien government ; but they would 
hardly care to change it for that of the 
“hereditary foe of Islam.” Political 
adventurers can always be found, ready 
to stir up trouble for the chance of 
their individual gain. It is likely that 
emissaries from tho King of Onda, and 
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even representatives of the Emperor of 
Delhi, would take the opportunity of 
our seeming pre-ccoupation on the 
frontier, toScommence agitation in our 
rear; and they might cause grave 
trouble and anxiety; but that they 
would succeed in getting up a rebellion 
against our rule in favour of Russia, we 
do not believe; and nothing short of 
that would endanger our capacity ‘to 
repel a foreign attack, 

Bat, apart. from the strength we 
might, :if. necessary, put forth beyond 
the, frontier, ‘there is the immense, 
strength of our natural frontier itself ; 
and wo.are, glad to believe that there is 
trath-in the hint of the writer we quote, 
that the, Russian-advance on Mery will 
be answered by. the occupation of the 
Bolan pass. This pass, as a glance at 
the,map will, show, leads, from. Sinde 
through Beloochistan to Candahar, from 
whence there: is. a high road to Herat, 
and Mery. That the route is a practi- 
cable.one.is proved by the fact that, in 
1839,. a division of the British army 
which invaded. Affghanistan, accom- 
plished the distance in six days, with a 
heavy train of artillery. But also it is 
said to, be more defensible than, even 
the famous Khyber, which we dominate 
from ;Peshawur. Tho Bolan pass is, 
woi,beliove, in the territory of Khelat, 
whose, Khan is our fendatory, and with 
whom wo have a treaty entitling us to 
take tho step hinted at, Quettab, on 
the farther, side of the pass, is 
bo tho, intended Iceality of our ga 
and: its looation there will be a fitting 
and significant answer to the Russian 
advance. on Merv. It is only the 
polioy of masterly imbecility which 
characterised, the foreign policy of the 
late. Government, that could endanger 
onr position in India; and the recently 
inaugurated policy in Egypt, together 
with the rumoured intention to fortify 
tho, Bolan, are indications that this 
policy, is tobe exchanged under the 
guidance of Lord Derby and’ Lord 
Salisbury, for one more consonant with 
the great interests.and the real power 
of England in the Eest,

The minutes which we publish elsewhero, 
of a meeting of the Trustees of the Ladies’ 
Bazaar Fund, held on Tuesday, disclose 
the plan which seems to have been finally 
evolved for the erection of a new Hospital. 
This Fund_amounts to $9,110, and is on 
deposit at 6 per cent. interest in the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank. The Trustees 
of tho Hospital ask that it be loaned to 
them on the security of the Hospital land 
and proposed new buildings, at 8 per cent, 
They have besides Tis. 2,000 of their own ; 
tho French Council have promised Tis, 
2,500 ; and the English Council have pro- 
mised to ask the Ratepayers to voto » 
donation of Tis. 5,000, ‘This will give a 
total of some Tie, 16,000—and wo under- 
stand that the plans have been cut down to 
ly this amouit, As the Hospital land 
probably worth Tls. 7,000 or Tis. 8,000 
more, the security for the Bazaar Fund, 
asregards amount, will be ample. Whether, 
in view of its recent history, the prospect 
of the Hospital showing sufficient profit to 
pay interest is good, is another question ; 
aiid the Bazaar Fund would be disinclined 
to sell up an Institution in which it is 
to greatly interested. However, as this in- 
terest would amount toonly Tle, 600 a year, 
instead Tis 2,400 which is now paid for 
rent, there is room for good hope that 
it would be forthcoming. If not, there is 
the inevitable subscription to fall back on. 
‘The acheme is an ingenious one, aud does 
credit to the anxious pains of the Trustees 
to build a hospital without taxing the 
Municipality too severely. But it is pre- 
ferable to keep the Hazaar Fund clesr from 
the Hospital, and if the security is so 
go0d, why could not the money have been 
borrowed elsewhere? Ratepayers will, we 
imagine, willingly vote the Tis. 5,000 
required, if it is shown that this sum will 
conatitute a final call,

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COREA AND JAPAN. 

‘Lare news from Japan tends to con- 
firm the surmise founded upon Mr. 
Mori’s Mission to Peking, that some 
serious action is contemplated in 
regard to Corea, It was, in fact, in 
the last degreo unlikely that any other 
than an urgent mission would seck its 
way overland to Peking ab such an 
unseasonable period. But we are 
rather curious to guess what can be 
the contingenoy.which caused 90 sud- 
den a step, Has the course of politics 
turned so markedly in favor of war, 
that the Government could no longer 
delay the tentative nogociations at 
Peking, which would be its natural 
preliminary ? or has it only just got 
an inkling of the feeling with which 
@ Japanese invasion of Corea would 
be regarded in China? If Mr. Mori 
had started a fortnight earlier, he would 
have reached Peking by the ordinary 
route, instead of incurring the 
hardship and discomfort of an over- 
land journey through Shantung. 
‘Whatever be the immediate cause, there- 
fore, of the mission, it seoms clear that 
it was suddenly decided on, or the ear- 
lier start would have been made. 

Japan and China seem fated to come 
in collision. Having narrowly escaped 
war in Formosa, they are believed to 
have had some’ diplomatic passages 
about the Lin-chius; and now comes 
more serious Corean question, which 
is likely to prove a source of keen dis- 
agreement, ‘The relations of China with 
Corea have, in fact, been more intimate 
than with her other so-called tribata- 
ries, She likes to regard Burmah and 
Siam as vassal states; but there is, in 
their case, no shade of dependence, 
‘The patent fact of China’s superior 
greatness is admitted in the occasional 
despatch of presents, and letters couch- 
ed in the self-deprecatory style peculiar 
to Oriental despatches ; but the States 
are practically as independent as Bel- 
gium or Swilzerland are independent 
of France, In the caso of Corea, rather 
more intimate relations seem to 
exist—more really analogous to the 
fendal traditions of Europe, The Em- 
peror's recognition of the heir-apparent 
fas such, is always asked for; Imperial 
delegates always crown a now king ; 
Corean envoys come every year to 
Peking; and. what is more to the 
point, China bas before this helped 
Corea in war against Japan. It was 
only by Chinese aid that an invasion 
in the sixteenth century was ropelled ; 
or, at all events, that peace was made, 
and the Japanese were persuaded to 
evacuate the country, Some failure 
in respect, on the part of Corea, pro- 
‘voked another invasion in the following 
year, when the Chinese again came to 
the rescue, though not apparently this 
time with much success, ‘The invaders 
seem to bave retired of their own 
accord, on the death of their then 
sovereign, Thero is undoubtedly, at the 














moment, considerable excitement in 
Peking at the prospect of another 
Japanese invasion, and the despatch of 
troops. to Corea was thought not an 
unlikely contingeney, when we last had 
nows on the subject. Mr. Mori is no 
doubt despatched to ascortain how far 
tho hostility of China is uncompromis- 
ing ; or whether some basis of under- 
standing can be arrived at. Japanese 
relations with Corea have, for years, 
now, been growing gradually worse, 
and it is likely that the Government 
cannot safely pass over the last insult, 
the firing on the Unyokan, The Foreign 
Ministers at Peking may, perhaps, help 
to press this view on the Chines, and 
advise them. to persuade tho Corean 
Government to apologise and change 
its hostile attitude. Otherwise, the 
nows brought by the last steamer from 
Japan is strongly indicative of a design 
to insist on the satisfaction required. 
“Mr. Hirotz, who has several times 
been to Corea, is again to be de- 
spatched thither. It is said that the 
object of his mission is to announce 
that a Special Envoy will be shortly sent 
to make a treaty of amity and commerce, 
in order to avoid all causes of fature dis 
turbance. It is also said that a high 
official will start for Corea in the 
middle of this month, accompanied by 
two or three vessels of war, # certain 
number of Imperial guards, and the 
troops now stationed st Kumamoto,” 
‘What Mr. Mori has to do is, we pre: 
sume, to explain the position of affairs, 
and try either to enlist Chinese in- 
fluence, or at least to avert active 
support from Corea. 








OVERTAXATION. 


‘Tue Peking Gazette of the 4th December 
contains another of the laments with 
which wo have been lately familiarised, 
regarding the unproduetiveness of taxa- 
tion and the insuficieucy of revenne. It 
is from Szechuen, this time, that the 
plaint comes. The Governor-General 
memorialises that the regular revenue 
bas, in past ears, habitually fallen short 
of the linbility of the provincial treasury, 
and, notwithstanding that: resort has 
been had to the sale of titles and the 
lovy of lekin tax, there will still be a 
deficionoy this year of upwards of a 
million taels. “The limit of possible 
exaction has, in fact, been evidently 
passed; for the receipts from lekiv, 
both on ordinary merchandise and salt, 
have largely diminished. No alterna- 
tive, therefore, remains but resort to the 
last expediont of Oriental financo—a 
forced contribution from the wealthy 
inhabitants. 

‘What is the ordinary revenue and 
what the provincial expenditare proper 
of Szechuen, we have no means of 
Imowing ; but the Governor-General 
enumerates a list of extra requirements 
which leave little room for surprise 
at his embarrassment. Besides Tle. 
1,500,000 for the military expenditure of 
the province itself, there aro upwards of 
‘Tis. 700,000 called for in the shape of 
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subsidies from Peking, for the’ 
drilled troops in Chibli, public works, 
&c,, &0.; and a third demand under 
the same head has been made .for. 
subsidies towards the coast defences 
of Ohibli, Yellow River works in 
Shantung, copper mining in Yinnan, 
pay of troops on the frontier and of 
other special military forces. Over 
and above this, again, are military 
subsidies ordered on bebalf of Yiinnan 
and Kansub, payments to the military. 
chest in Sungaria, and other items, 
such as “an amount which has to 
be repaid to Shantung for advances 
made to the Government of Kwei- 
chow,” that must take rank among 
the mysteries of Chinese finance. That. 
theordinary revenue should fail in faveof 
these manifold requirements, is not sur- 
prising, nor need we be much surprised 
that the extraordinary sources havebeen 
pushed to their last limit. What is more 
surprising. is that, at a time when the 
whole country is at peace, the Govern 
ment should have to fall back upon 
expedients which are considered to bo 
a Inst resort in time of war or famine, 
Tho extraordinary sources of revenue 
which Dr, Williams tells us are re- 
sorted to in such emergencies, are 
precisely those which wo. find enum. 
erated in the Governor-Goneral's me- 
morial. Yet, at a time when headmits 
that the harvests are good, and when 
there is no war except the insane pro 
ject of recovering Kashgar, 
extraordinary sources of revenue, are 
drained to the Inst dregs; and there 
isyno doubt that it is military expend. 
iture -whioh is in great measure re- 
sponsible for the drain, The active 
operations in the North-west have been 
scarcely a greater source of expense 
than Li Hung.chang’s army in Ohibli ;' 
and the ontlay on coast and river 
defences, arsenals, and naval yards 
comes to supplement the tale. ~ If 
blamed for all this outlay, the Chinese 
may certainly point to Europe; where 
military armaments and military ox- 
penditure are on a soale that dwarf 
their utmost efforts. But China differs 
from European countries in that she 
bes no neighbours against whom 
it is necessary for her to arm 
Russia may be a standing menace to 
her on the north, as she is believed to 
be at Peking. But it is not against 
Russia only that all this preparation is 
made; and wise policy would dictate 
@ concentration of resources, rather 
than their dissipation ‘in expeditions 
beyond the Great Wall, to recover 
territory that would be a source of 
weakness even if recovered. The idea 
of invasion seems to weigh morbidly 
on the minds of Peking statesmen, 
whereas no country in the world is 
really safer from attack, if its ralers 
will bebave with moderate decency, and 
exhibit a reasonable senso of right and 
wrong in their dealings with Foreign 
nations, If war nearly arose out of 
the Yiinnan outrage, it was because the 
Chinese authorities would not make 
amends for cruel murder, and #'gros: 
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ingult to England. Bat if it-is to 
shield such offences that her armament 
is required, we can hardly afford much 
sympathy for her embarrassments ; and 
that it is a a support to obstructive 
policy that the military expenditure is 
really incurred, who that watches the 
behaviour of the Chinese Mandarins 
‘can doubt? It is only tho policy of 
resistance to Foreign intercourse that 
creates a foar of Foreign interference.

minds of a section of very well dis- 
posed, but partially informed, people 
who think they see, in what they 
denominate with @ covert sneer the 
“demands” of the British merchants, 
nothing but difficulty for Great Britain, 
‘We, of course, do not allude to such 
Politicans as Mr. Bridges, in the last 
number of the Oontemporary Review. 
With them we can make use of @ very 

‘simple equation. Given a single fact 
in connection with China, and we can 
as surely predicate the result as can 
‘an astronomer, froma single observation, 
the ‘position of a planet whose orbit 
is accurately known. When, however, 
reasonable men put the question what 
‘re the complaints made by the mer- 
chants in China, they will find them 
to bo protests against a state of affairs 
‘anoh, as exists nowhere else in the 
world, What would any student of 
politics or political economy say to 
Chamber of Commerce which 
would remain silent while taxes 
were being raised which, in some 
instances, amount to as much as 
509%: on the actual cost of the articles ? 
Beyond this even, what would he say 
‘were he told that no published statement 
of the duties really leviable was obtain. 
able, but that the merchant had to make 
with each consignment of goods the 
best terms-he could with the various 
farmers along the road it was travel- 
ling P -'This is, however, the state of 





affairs in Chine, and it is against this 
that tae protests of the mercantile 
classes have been uniformly turned. 
This is no new state of affairs. We 
have heard, in many even well-informed 
quarters, that the merchants of China 
are addicted to a species of smuggling. 
Wo may allow them in this matter to 
speak for themselves. So long ago as 
March 1850, we find the Shanghai 
Chamber protesting against the loose 
system of collecting duties through the 
Custom House. They did not wish to 
smuggle goods, and they suggested 
several times to the British Consul, 
then Mr, Aloock, that they were quite 
willing to give every information in 
their power, and urged on the Consular 
authorities the advisability of exercis- 
ing ® stricter supervision. As matters 
then stood, there was really a premi 
placed on the dishonest dealer 
long as the system continued, they saw 
difficulties in the way of carrying on 
their trade as they would desire. These 
protests finally led to the appointment 
of foreign inspectors, on which was 
founded the present Maritime Customs. 
‘in, it bas been put forward by well 
informed parties that British merchants 
have been seeking for special privileges 
for themselves as against the Chinese, 
in the hope thereby to attract to 
Foreign bands a portion of the trade 
which would naturally go into native 
hands. So far from this being the 
case, the fact is that the Chamber of 
Commerce have consistently stated 
that they desired that, in all trade re- 
galations, this distinction set up between 
British and Native merchants should be 
done away with. It was not at their 
instigation, or with their approbation! 
that the clauses requiring declara- 
tions of Foreign ownership have been 
inserted in such documents as applica- 
tions for internal passes, &. They 
have uniformly declared that, while 
they wished trade protected, they sought 
no individual concessions. They wished 
some system by which native traders 
should be protected as well as foreign ; 
the benefit of the trade was paramount 
to the private pelf of the individual. 
Of late yenrs, their case has been 
considerably strengthened from quarters 
whence it might least be expected. The 
reports of the Chinese, or of Foreigners 
employed in the Chinese service, have 
shown how the revenue is actually the 
direct loser by the present system. 
‘When stipulations have been observed, 
and a reasonable encouragement given 
to trade, the result has been that the 
finances have improved. When, on the 
contrary, heavy likin dues and un- 
authorised exactions have been the 
order of the day, we have the plain 
authority of published reports, whether 
in the Peking Gazette or in the Customs’ 
reports, that the revenue has been in 
the long run a loser. It is impossible 
to calcalate the amount of injury 
thereby done to the trade of China; 
bat when we find, eleven years after 
the suppression of a devastating re- 
bellion, that trade declines to increase, 











and that all merchants and officials ery 
ont about the depressing result of 
financial exactions, we have at least 
good ground to found our argument, 
In these matters, tho interests of the 
merchants and those of Great Britain 
cannot be separated. Both desire the. 
establishment of a healthy trade, and 
the measures proposed by the merchants 
are neither inconsistent with the find- 
ings of political economy, nor framed 
in a selfish spirit of solf-aggrandisement, 
It is a pity that the often mooted 
scheme of & Chineso Association at 
home has not before this been carried 
into effect. Tho apparent divergenco 
of interests is one of those plausible 
fallacies which a proper understanding 
would soon put an end to, 





LAND REGISTRATION, 


‘Tux subject of tho present method of 
Land Registration in Shanghai-is one 
which has frequently been brought 
before the notice of the public, yet one 
which needs being ventilated again and 
again. Opinions may differ—indeod do 
differ—as to the advisability of a 
system of registration at all; but a 
system being in operation, there is no 
question that it should bo mado as 
perfect as possible, or otherwise it may 
entail evils greater than its absence 
could produce, No one who has 
studied the working of the present 
system can deny that it is in the last 
degree imperfect, and affords much 
room for abuses. | Probably its greatest 
defect is in the identification of ree 
gistered land. In point of fact, it 
would appear that the Consular Officers 
takeno thought of these things. Somo- 
body attends with the Tepao of tho 
district, to do what by a figure of 
speech is termed “measuring” the land, 
‘Tho Tepao returns his measurement to 
the Chinese authorities, and on this 
slender basis of identification the title. 
deeds are issued. As compared with 
the records in the various Consulates, 
these “measurements” vary in a most 
whimsical manner from the actual 
ground held. While one man’s land, 
on being actually measured, is found to 
contain as much as fifty per cont, over 
the official measurement, another per- 
haps contains but two-thirds, or even 
less, This is, however, but a small 
portion of the matter. Probably no 
other system of land registration exiats 
which does not make the deposit of a 
guaranteed survey a eine gud non before 
registration. If any such rule prevails 
at Shanghai, it is allowed to become 
a dead letter. In the great majority 
of cases, @ search through the records 
for any intelligible description of the 
property in question will be utterly 
fruitless. Even when given, in many 
cases the plans attached are little better, 
as being mainly ex parte delineations. 
One man, when invited to give a plan 
of a property to be registered, produces 
4 sketch on a piece of blotting paper, 
and even this is more than can be found 
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in. the majority of instances. But 
besides this, there are-pecaliarities in the 





vmethod of registration which cause 
«increased ‘difficulties. 


Tho numbers by 
‘which ‘lots are known, are altered from 


-time to time for no conceivable purpose. 


‘Why should what to-day: is “lot 520 
to-morrow be lot 1270? We confess 
we ‘cannot -compreliend the reason. 
‘A -lot-number once attached, should 
remain ‘as ‘a permanent record of the 
Jand intended. It may have to be re- 
registered, but the index to the re- 
gistration need hayeno connection with 


“ithe lot number, “ Lot 520, Registration 


Index No. 1270” -wonld be far easier 
understood than-the present system, 
which arbitrarily changes the designa- 
tion by which the properties were 
originally known, ‘When, in 1869, the 
Ratepayers appointed a Committee to 
re-assess the properties in the Settle. 
ments, the shortcomings of the Re- 
gistration forced themselves prominently 
forward. Much time and labour were 


expended, with the result that, finally, 
the Municipal Council became possessed 


of land, plans of the two Settlements, 
Tt was not pretended that those plans 
were correct, They were simply the 
record of all that at the time could be 
recovered from the maze of obscurity 
in.which.the land records had become 
enveloped. The Committee, in view 
of those’ facts, made several practical 
\suggestions which, without interference 
cwith the Consular. registries, would 
‘have removed the principal evils com- 


:plained.of, For some reasons, these did 


nob meet with the ready assent of the 
Consuls; but the Intter came to an 
understanding that no land would in 
fntnre be registored without proper 
Even this last slight guarantee 
was in many, if not in most, cases 
utterly lost sight of; and with the 
comparatively new innovation of re- 
registering old lots, the position of 


\iaflairs is practically worse than before. 


Tho new Assessmont Committeo bas, 
we believe, found much difficulty in its 


_ undertaking, owing to these drawbacks. 


‘The Jand plans in possession of the 
Council, tolerably accurate up to 1870, 
are now again in ‘arrears—so much so 
as.to be of little practical use. The 
Council complains with renson, that no 
particulars as to land registered, except 
the names and registered owners, are 





afforded, and that it has’ to go outside 


to seek for information which should 
be at-hand at head-quarters. The 
suggestions of the Committee of 1869 
were simple. in the extreme. They pro- 
posed that, before registry, a guarantee 


_ should be given that the lot proposed 


for registration was properly defined on 
the ,Municipal plau. ‘The . Council 
possess a staff of experts, which the 
Consuls have not, so that what is the 
height of simplicity to the one becomes 
an inextricable puzzle to tho other. 
In addition, this trouble of having to 
search. at least four Consular registries, 
where.one would. suffice, is great, and 
the probabilities of error are multiplied 
in geometric proportion.

The meot Monday was at Overwog’s | 
bungalow, and though the wind was rather | 
cold, a good number of spectators gathered | 
to witness the ‘throw off.”
